A fine brush buck- 
ing cartridge with lots of knockdown power. This is 
bound to become afavorite cartridge for woodland 
deer hunters. Accuracy seems to be good with most 
guns and certainly more than adequate for the 
modest ranges encountered in wooded areas. 

The .375 is very similar to the old black powder 
38-55. The 38-55 case is approximately 4” longer. 
Donotfire the .375ina38-55 gunas the pressures 
are too great.
